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PRESBYTERAT

OMEN have done much at
Alexandria, Va, to pre-
serve the relics of the
days of George Washing-
ton. It is not the capital
of the nation, despite |te
pume, that ls richeat in
intimate assoclations
with the life of the first
president, but Alexan-
dria, which stands mid-
way between Mount Ver
non nnd tho city of Wash.
T ington.

Alexnndria played no small part In
the formative years of Washington's
youth and enrly manhood. A repre
pentatlve Virginia town, It stood then
and fof generations Iater for all that
was bedt of colonial standards, Its peo-
ple had much to do with the moliding
of Washington’s charncter, and Wash-
Ington richly repald Alexandria, or
Belle Haven as it was first called. by
his never failing concern for its wel-
fare nnd advancement,

Probably no surviving structure In
Alexandria harbored Washington with-
in its hoapitable walls more fregquently
than the old Carlyle bouse, and cer-
tainly none was more directly assocl
ated with the foundation of the mill-
tury side of his life. Strange as it
may seom, for many years this his-
torical landmark has boen hidden awny
behind the battered front of Alexan-
dria’s once noted hotel, the Braddock
house, occupying one corner of the in
ner courtyard, shut away from the pub-
lle gaze and denled the outlook of the
broad approach which It once enjoyed
in the days of its well nigh baronlal
fmportance, Untll a few yoars ago

the Carlyla housé was largely used as |

a stornge place by n loenl dealer In
coloninl mntigques, but a few patriotie
Virginia women saved the bullding
from further indlgnity, though not en-
tirely from danger, as the old furnl
ture found a new ablding place within
the still more Inflammuble Braddock
house, ndjoining.

In 17382 John 8. Carlyls Imported
from the Lsle of Wight the stone of

which the house 1s bullt, and he ab- |

sorbed for part of the foundatlon a
portion of an old fort which had been
bullt many years bafore for the protec-
tion of the English traders at Hunting
Creek, as the place was then known,
agalnst the Indians. The barracks of
that nnclent defense became the cellar
of the Cariyle house, and In those
ecool, dark, dry retreats were stored in
Washington's day the bulging casks,
cob-webbed bottles, and deliclous old
hams for which Virginla bhas long been
noted,

Another part of the old fort forms
the plaza at the rear of the house upon
which the broad central hallway
opens, It wus upon this plaza, In the
far away days, that the Carlyles and
thelr guests gathered on summer eve
nings to discuss the questions of the
time or to pass the hours chatting
over a heartsome glass amid the
soothing smoke of the fragrant Orono-
ko. It was there the young people
watched the moon rise over the riven
and took their pleasures In the decor-
ous manner of those days.

Then, the gardens ran down to the
river's bank and overlooked the docks
at which the trading craft ware moored
—trading craft that came from over

the seas to barter the #flks nod riches
of the east nnd the trople abundance
of the Weat Indies In return for the fo-
mous tobaveco with which Alexandrin's
ote big warehouse was fllled. That was
a period of bounteous hospltality and
courtly grace.

On the right of the broad hallway ia
the large drawing room. In Washing-
ton's day it was finished in gold and
white, nnd there on many occasions he
took an sctive part in ball and fes-
tivity and led many a falr Virginian
through the stately steps of the minuet
and the less exacting recl. The hall-
way itself, If tradition be correst, la
not without its senttmental interest,
for It was at the foot of the beautiful
staircase of solid mnhogany that
Whashington awaited the coming of the
lovely Sally Fairfax upon a particular
evening and while escorting her Into
the ballroom offered her his heart,
which she rejected.

On the opposite elde of this same
hall is the blug and white room, which
wns John Carlyle'a partloular retreat
Within that room Waablngton rocelved
his commliseion ns 8 member of Gen-
ernl Braddock's staff in 1766. What
that meant to Washington we can only
partly divine, but there I8 no doubt of
fts significhfion to ut 48 & oation bes
chnge of what It taught him of the
fighting waye of the British soldler

From the broad portico of Mount
Vernon Washington eaw Braddock ar-
rive with his transporta and his regh
maents of red coated soldtery and pass
onward to Alexandrin, nine miles
| above, coming with the splendid tradi-
tions of the King's troops and with all
the martinl fanfare of regulars, As a
lender of the local provinclal troaps
Washington had won for himself
creditable renown, but here were sol-
diers supposedly of sterner stuff and
higher military eapabilities,

Genaral Braddock promptly acceptod
the hospitable invitation af John Capr-
lyle and established bi¢ headquarters
under the roof of that gracious host,
| the lttle blue and white room becom-
ing the council chamber o which ware
planned the preparations for that mem-

the Indlans, Washington's previous ex-
perience us a leader of Joeal troops
ngninst the savages made him wel
come at those conferences and his
keen judgment and praetieal advice
earned for him Braddock's admiration
and the invitation to serve upon the
British genernl's staff. It {s enough
to add that In the trylng work that
followed the British records teatify
that “the Virginia officers and troops
behaved ke men and #ed like kol
dlers,” and Washington ecame out of
the atrife unecathed and riper for the
far more serlous task hat lay ahead
of him.

The architectural student wiil find
much to Interest him and to warrant
study in the Carlyle house. The old
windows, the doorways, the primitive
cupboards, chalrboards, doorsteps, cor-
nices, molding, etc, are exquisite in
tuste and rich {n qualntnoss and ele-
gance of datall.
